REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mcintosh '861 shows a fan drive apparatus including the bladder 
44. Spridco '626 shows a centrifugal clutch actuated by fluid pressure. Heidenreich et 
al. '517 shows a torque limiting clutch. Berger et al. '215 shows a speed limiting clutch 
which allows slippage at high speed. Makino '831 (JP) shows a centrifugal clutch. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record shows or suggests a regulated torque limiting 
clutch including the drive flange, end plate, interleaved friction and separator plates, 
pressure plate, spring assembly and torque regulating plate arranged together in the 
manner set forth in claim 1 , and particularly wherein the torque regulating plate and the 
end plate define a cavity containing liquid which is forced radially and axially outwardly 
in response to centrifugal force tin order to change the torque characteristic of the 
clutch. 

Nor does the prior art of record show or suggest a regulated torque limiting clutch 
including the drive flange, pressure plate, interleaved friction and separator plates, 
spring assembly and torque regulating plate arranged together and in combination with 
the centrifugally actuated mechanism which modifies the spring force as a function of 
rotational speed as set forth in claim 13.
